This is divided into three taxes: 15 
per cent. death duties, 10 per cent 
legaay duty on all bequests except to 
near relatives, and a general tax of 
2 per cent. on all estates passing to 
probate. 

There are numerous instances an- 
nually where estates pass to propate 
twice in the same year through the 
death of an heir of the first Gwner. 

The operation of the new law woald 
confiscate to the state as high us 54 
per cent. of such properties. If the 
total amounted to a million or more, 
the burden upon large éstates w-1ld 
be even greater than these figures 
would indicate, for the government 
compels immediate cash payment py 
the great properties. 

Of course they do not represent 
eash, but all manner of investments. 
Executors are required to make im.- 
mediate forced sales of sufficient 
property to satisfy the government 
demands. This is especially so when 
the real estate involves heavy sacri-

Irrigated Lands Being Extended 
- Winnipeg.—‘‘One million acres of 
Albertan irrigated land will be sold 
this year by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way at the present rate of progress,” 
said T. Heeney, the head of that de- 
partment of the company’s work. 

“Half a million acres were disposed 
of last year, but there has been an 
immense influx of Americans from the 
irrigated lands of the United States, 
and by the end of the season we an- 
ticipate having three million acres of 
irrigated land occupied.”” Mr. Heeney 
declared that farmers who had en- 
joyed experience of irrigated land ap. 
preciate the fact that it is more 
reliable than ordinary soil. The land

Castro Can Return to Venezuela 


Caracas-—A decision has” been ren- 
dered by a judge of the criminal court 
dismissing the charge against Castro 
of complicity in a plot to assassinate 
Juan Viheente Gomez last December. 
Senor Gomez at tne ti was, acting 
president of the republft, having been, 
left at the head of the government by 
Castro when he spiled for Europe: on 
November 23. 

The decision was rendered on a pe- 
tition of ‘the. attorney general, who 
took as the grounds for his plea the 
recent amnésty decree of President 
Gomez, which gave freedom to all 
persons taken prisoners at the time of 
the overthrow of the Castro adminis, 
tration last December. Everybody un- 
der atrest echatged with complicity: in 
the attempted assassination was lib- 
erated at that time. 

Thia is the offence for which Castro 
was threatened with arrest if he re 
turned to Venezuela.

Other records of an early calamity 
|. to the Tower of Babel besides that of 
| the Bible “exist. Ancient Babylonian 
and Assyrian tablets speak of the an- 
ger of Bel, the father of the gods, at 
| the sin-of-those who were building the 
Tower. Bel appears to have been ap- 
| peased ‘bv later offerings, and to have 
“permitted the Tower to’ be rebuilt. 
| The fact that. Nebuchadnezzar the 
Great. rebuilt the Tower is proof that 
it, had. been Aroged or its building 
ihtefrupted. He has left a_ brick 
stamped with this legend: 

“To restore it, the great god Mero- 
sdach urged my mind; its site, how- 
ever, I did not injure, did not change 
ite foundation walls.” - 

Assurbenipal, the famous King o: 
Assyria,. mentioned in the Bible as 


“the grernt and noble .Asnapper”’ 
(Ezra iv., 10); enriched the Tower and 
-eopied the s and other wisdom 


of Nebuchadnezzar. This is shown by 
a brick bearing the inscription: 

“Palace of Assurbanipal,;.. King of 

the World, King of Assyria, to. whom 
Nebo hath given a broad ear. 
4 The wisdom of Nebo even the con- 
tents of the inscriptions, as many as 
had been made, on clay tablets, I 
wrote, Hear examined, and for af 
own information laid up in my pal- 
ace,” . 

It is probably from the Tower of 
Babe! that wé derive our first knowl- 
édge scientific aktronomy.
